Today, some 8,000 kibbutz 
members, aided by 4,000 hired 
hands, are employed in industry. 
In some kibbutzim, he says, ἐπ’ 
dustrialization accounts for 80 per 
cent of the income; but in others, 
about ten per cent of the total 
number of 800 kibbutzim, there is 
no Industry whatsoever. Many 
kibbutzim have more than one in-. 
dustrlai plant. But agriculture has 
never been discarded aa a way of 
life in order to set up industries. 
Industrialization 15 no new- 
comer to the kibbutz movement. 
The first steps date back to the 
pre-state period, and by common 
agreement, tourism, i.e., reat 
homes In kibbutzim, are included 
in the overall term of industry. 


BUT [INDUSTRY provides an en- 


tirely different set of problems 


than agriculture does. “If you 
have a plot of land and you startto 
grow radishes, and the crop is bad 
for a few successive seasons, you 
think the soll is bad and you 
switch to another type of crop, 
enbbage for example. But once 
you set up ἃ plant, once you erect 
a building, and you import and in- 
stall expensive machinery, and 
you acquire know-how tortuously, 
and your goods don't sell, well, 


then you've had it. You can't p 


awitch overnight from redishes to 
cabbages, that is, from plastics-to 
electronics. You have.to stick with. 
your project, or run up -huge 
jossea. ‘Thus, setting up an: in- 
dustrial plant, no matter of what: 
type, requires a lot of deep think- 
ing and fong planning.” "

Strangely enough, the kibbutz 
members don't like big plants.

hand, few good city workers will

want to feel useful and that they 
are a vital part of an organization 
doing good work. 


HERE, IN THE kibbutz, we try to 
motivate our workers by all these 
factors — except, of course, giv- 
Ing them money, and we are quite 
satisfied. But motivation does 
wane, and constantly we have to 
inculeate In our members that 
they are finding self-fulfilment in 
their work, the secretary-gencral 
explained. : 


BANAI DOBS not feel that kibbutz 
industry can only produce and 
“hope” for markets. . 
“Like any other industry, we 
have to go out and fight for 
markets. We have even had a day- 
long seminar on the Egyptian 
market — its strengths and 
-weaknegses, and especially.. how 


we can fit into the picture. And- 


one day, we hope to gell to Hgypt 
—-on a competitive basis with the 
best industries in the world. At a 
still later date, we hope that 

. peace will come to the entire Mid- 
dle East and again new markets 
will begopened up."*

“But,” Banai warns, "if we are 
to accomplish this, it means that 
the authorities must change their 
outlook.'' Lately they have 
stopped helping support industry. 
The government has adopted a 
“sink or swim" attitude, and 
profitability has dropped tremen- 
dously. The local market is highly 
tempting and It is willing to gobble 
up anything we produce. But we 
want to export. 

Together with the Manufac- 
turers Association and Koor — 
Banai would like to see the 
government adopt a new policy 
granting exporters Incentives, 
setting up an export infrastruc- 
ture and helping tn locating and 
developing foreign markets, He 
wants the authorities to help set 
up warehouses, and assiat in 
meeting land, air and sea 
transport costs. Credita should 
also be granted on easier terms. 


THE GOVERNMENT talks of settt- 
ing Galilee. And Galilee is short of 
arable land. Industry Is the only. 
solution. Kibbutzim with a wide 
range of industries can attract not 
only groups of young people but 
also established familles from the 
city, Immigrants fresh off the 
boat, and even the sons of our 
well-established kibbutzim. We 
can't swing it alone. We need help. 

“And what benefits Galilee will 
benefit the country ag a whole," 
Banai streases. The government 
has to make up its mind, not for 
the benefit of the kibbutz move- 
ment as a unit, but for the henefit 
of the entire land. Israel's future 
lies in industrialization.

These peapte won over thelr op- 
ponents by pointing out that the 
only future of the kibbutz was in 
Industry, heenuse shortages of 
land and water make it difficult or 
Impossible to inecreone 
agricultural production. Algo, this 
Ia ἃ mechanized world, and kib- 
hutz youth, {πὸ youth 
everywhere, wants to work with 
machines. The ellncher of the 
argument for or againat industry 
might have been that kibbutz 
membera eventually reach an age 
when they can no longer work In 
the fletda, but would still Κα to be 
active In some capacity, 

After this stage, that of In- 
troducing industry at sevorul kib- 
butzim, came stage two, when 
more and more kibbutzim decided 


they ton wanted Induatrles. [t was 
tlded tu take « short cut, and 
most new Industries were set up 
by buylng complete know-how 
systems and machinery from 
abroad. 

What these kibbutzniks learned 
much jater — and to thetr sorrow 
— was that in most cases, the 
suppliers that sold them the know- 
how and machinery were already 
preparing a new wgencration of 
products and machinery. So, in 
many cascs, by the time the 
kihbbutzim started to produce, 
they were not putting out what 
represented the latest 
developments in the field. 

This has brought the kibbutz in- 
dustries to their Intest stage, 
namely the realization that they 
must start producing Items 
developed by themselves. 

To assist In this misaton, the 


Kibtuts Industries Association, 
an umbrella organization of all 
the kibbutz industries, decided to 
establish a Research and 
Development Institute. This Jn- 
stitute is headed by Joe Criden of 
Kibbutz Kfar Bloom. In the 
Galilee, 

Criden 5 an engineer and most 
Isrnella know him through his 
many radio and TV programmes 
on automobiles and road safety. 


HEADING such an R & Ὁ opera-

MILITARY RESERVE DUTY

As of October 1. 1977. anyone 
called for military reserve duty of 
two continuous days or more is en- 
tiled to resarve duty compensation 
amounting to 100% of his salary or 
income, up to a legally prescribed 
maximum The lowest possible 
payment is 56% of the national 
average wage. including coal of liv- 
ing allowances. This minimum rate 
18 pnid to students and those who 
were oither unemployed or whose 
incomes wore lower than the 
prescribed minimum upon being 
called into the rasarves. In order to 
receive this benefit. you must sub- 
mit a request through your 
employer or directly to the nearest 
Bituach Laumi office. Army form 
No.3010 must bé attached to your 
request. 


VOLUNTARY INSURANCE 
FOR HOUSEWIVES 

In certain casas it is possible for 
8 non-working housewife te obtain 
optional old age and survivor's In- 
surance In her own name. This in- 
surance is usually found to be 
worthwhile for 8 non-working 
woman who Is separated from her 
husband or for a woman who 
ceases working before reaching 
pensionable age. but wishes to re- 
tain old age Insurance In her own 
right. 

Under certain conditions even 
those of you who are not Insured 
by Bituach Leumi can rucelve 
benefits. For instance, people who 
are injured while doling volunteer 
work are eligible for certain benefits. 
There sre payments mada to peo- 
ple who are victims of enemy ec- 
tion or to “Prisoners of Zion” or the 
immediate fanilly of one. A woman 
who is deserted and cannot sup- 
port hergelf and/or her child is 
swarded maintenance payments 
by Bituach Leumi.

Ing. It was originally established 
to take over the functlons of 
Amidar, the Housing Ministry 
corporation which had proved un- 
able to cope with the problem. Yet 
If one goes to Prazot for 
assistance today, one fs likely to 
be told, in all serlousness: ‘Go 
find a flat, then let us know about 
it and we'll see what we can do." 

Not surprisingly, such an at- 
titude has created a great deal of 
bitterness among the 1,200 
families which have applied to 
Prazot for help. The company is 
frequently charged with 
fayouritism and corruption, its of- 
ficiala frequently labelled high- 
handed, heartless and inefficient. 

The company counters such 
claims by saying that the public 
dosan't understand Prazot's 


problems, namely a severe shor- ἢ 


tage of suitable flats, 
skyrocketing prices, little con- 
struction and very limited funds. 
In one six month period this year, 
the company allocated IL50m. to 
acquire housing. That sounds like 
a lot, until you realize that with 
ioday's prices, that likely means 
less than 100 flats in Jerusalem. 
Company and clients 
meanwhile both hold that the 
other side lacks understanding 
and patience. Each accuses the 
otter of making a bad situation

One such person acems to be 
Shmuel, who lives with his wife 
and seven children in Ir Ganim, a 
sadly misnamed ''Garden City'' 
on the outskirts of the city. Over a 
year ago, Prazot agreed to 
enlarge his flat from 44 square 
metres to about 75 square metres. 

In the fall of 1977, a contractor 
turned up at his house, without 
prior warning or consultation 
about the plans, and told him that 
they were going to begin work. 
Prazot, however, did not agree to 
Shmuel's request to break 
through a wall to enlarge the 
kitchen, now barely big enough to 
turn around in. Nor did ‘they feel 
that he was justified in his claim 
that a family of nine needs 
separate bath and tollet facilities, 
= both can be used at the same 
time, 


THE CONTRACTOR carried out 
most of the work, adding two 
partlally-finished rooms to the 
two-room flat. Then he abruptly 
left. For almost a year the family 
has heen Ilving In the half-finished 
flat, Door frames and tiles lie un- 
used in the yard outside. As the 
months have passed many have 
been pilfered. 

Shmuel has done some patching 
tp work himself, nalling boards over 
open shutter boxes which let in 
gusts of wind. But he has not been 
able to deal with a chronic 
problem of dampness in the flat. 
For days after every rain beads of 
molsture glisten on the walls and 
celilng of two of the rooma. 

He says that two of his children 
have died in the flat, of tuber- 
culosia. He is afraid to tet any of 
them sleep in the damp room and, 
despite his new addition, most of 
his children still sleep on mat- 
tresses on the living room floor.

THERE 18 PRACTICALLY no 
sign left in Lomza of the fact that 
until 85 years ago one-third of Ita 
inhabltants were Jews (Jews had 
lived in the town since its founding 
500 years ago). 

Ewa volunteered to take us ona 
conducted walking tour of the 
town and showed us the section 
that waa known to have been the 
Jewish quartor, My parents had 


. Bpoken to me of the atreels on 


which they had lived as children 
— Rybaki and Zydowska. The 
names remain, but evidence of the 
previous Jewish presence has 
been wiped out. 

There are the remains of the old 
Jewish cemetery, with Hebrew in- 
scriptions on black stones covered 
over by knee-high grass; the litter 
includes cow droppings. No men- 
tion of it in the handsome town 
map which is produced for 
tourists. Rybaki Street ends ina 
beautiful, tree-lined, cobblestone 
road leading to the old bridge 
across the Narew, of which only 
the concrete pilings remain. Tho 
bridge had been the first target of 
the Stuka dive-bombers In 1939. 

On this walk Ewa told us of 4 
beautiful synagogue which had 
been restored in @ village not far 
from Lomza. When we left Lomza 
to go back to Warsaw we drove 
first in the direction of Bialystok 
in order to visit this restored syn- 
agogue at Tikocyn (known in Yid- 
dish aa Tiktin). Tikocyn is barely 
more than a village with peasants 
herding cows and pigs through its 
narrow streets. At one time half of 
its population of 7,000 was Jewlsh. 
Not one Jew remaina. 

In the centre of this unlikely 
place there is a beautiful ayn- 
agogue, on the same alte as the 
one that was razed by the Ger: 
mans. The:Polish government haa 


restored the building with ad-. 


mirable senaitivity.

Before leaving Belgrade for 
Poland we checked with the 
American Embaasy as to whether 
such an escapade wag both feasi- 
ble and sensible.

HUNDREDS of auch farms 
flourished in the Negev during the 
Nabatean era, with virtually 
every square moire of soil 
between the ancient clties of Kur- 
nub and Nizana éxptolted for the 
Iand-extensive system. Each 
farm had Its own catchment area, 
about 20 to 80 tines an large asthe 
cultivated plots. 

The amount of runoff collected 
waa, inter alia, @ function of the 
size of tho catchment area, The 
larger the catchment basin, the 
prentor Its total water yleld. The 
catchments were eurthen mounds 
encireling the cultivated plots. 

With a simple calculation one is 
able to estimate the amount of 
water collected annually by this 
method, "If the rainfall amounts 
to four inches each year and 26 per 
cont of thin amount — that is, one 
inch -- runs off from the catch: 
ment aroa, a region 30 times 
larger than the farm itself, the 
farm receives 80 inchos of water,” 
Evonari figured. However, due to 
fluctuation in annual rainfall; the 
farms probably received less 
water; yet they still collected 
enough to sustain any crop 
without additional Irrigation. 

The ancient farmers inareased 
the catchment areas by building 
channels and conduits high above 
their fields in the - surrounding 
hills, To prevent the destruction of 
crops by flash floods, the 
Nabateans eateablished an in- 
trieate water-stabilizing system 
consisting of spillways, dividing 
hoxes and terrace walls. The 
latter also served to store 
flondwator in the terrace fields. 
.From the air, these terraces 
appenr as stepa ἴῃ the gentiy alop- 
ing desert hills. They are still used 
today by enterprising Beduln for

TRANSFORMATION 


WITH PEACE emerging between 
Israel and Egypt, no one wants to 
be a Cassandra and remind peo- 
ple that wars have usually broken 
out againat a background of 
deceptive peace. Tha advent of 
peace transforms us into 
bellevers in a true peace. 

But a true peace with Egypt Js 
only 8. partial peace; we are atill 
in a state of belligerency with our 
other immediate neighbours. 
Even assuming that peace 
spreads to other Arab states, 
there will always he a faction 
within the ‘‘Palestinian 
movement" which will alamour 
that they have been wronged. The 
essence of this supplement is to 
show the conflicting 
characteristics between the 
Jewish liberation movement and 
the Palestinian movement.

pISCUSSING the UN's anti. — 
gioniam resolution, Chaim Her- ἢ 
τοῦ, the Israeli ambassador to the 
UN., recalled that the issue took 
the Israelis by complete surprise.

Committed to destruction 


The State of Israel was sur- 
rounded by natlons formally com- 
mitted to its destruction. Huge 
majorities for this proposition 
could be summoned in the U.N. 
The world's second greatest 
power, the Soviet Union, was 
openly anti-Semitic. The world's 
greatest power, the West general- 
ly, and Japan particularly, had 
antered a time of prolonged 
economic difficulty consequent 
upon the decision of the Arab 
nations, which were also Israel's 
enomies, to quintuple the price of 
energy. It could be predicted that 
the Europeans would somehow 
begin to blame the Israelis for 
this, while for certain the 
Japanese would stay aloof.

Zionism [5 basically not a racial 
movement but a form of na- 
tionalism or, to use the current 
nomenclature, a national Ibera- 
tion movement. Like other such 
movements, it combines various 
currents, some springing from 
tradition and necessity, others 
carried on the winds of Inter- 
national change and fashion. Moat 
important among the former is 
the Jewish religion itsolf, with its 
recurring stress on Zion, 
Jerusalem, and the Holy Land, 
and with the interwoven and 
recurring themea of bondage and 
Ifberation, of exile and return. The 
messtanism -and movements of 
religious revival which arose 
among Jaws from the 17th century 
algo made on Important contribu.

The persecutions to which 
Jews were subject, ospocially in 
Contral and Bastern Murope, gave 
an snormous Impetus to Its 
development. 

Tn Its political form, Zionism 18

Who are accusers 


In examining any accuaation, 
the question may be asked 
whether the accusers come with 
clean hands. Are they themselves 
racista?

And are they honest 
in their claim that their hostility is 
political, against Zionism, and not 
ethnic or religious, against Jews? 

Some form of discrimination 
against groups other than the 
dominant group ~— whether defin- 
ed by religion, race, culture, 
language, social origin or sex — ex- 
ists in virtually every member- 
state of the UN, in some more ac- 
tively and perniciously than in 
others, 

‘The inquiring raader may find it 
Instructive to look through the 
lists of supporters, opponents, and 
abstainers with this in mind.

nent personages, and is taught as 
a basic Jowlsh text in some Arab 
university courses in comparative 
religion. 

To my knowledge, its authen- 
ticity has never been refuted or 
even called into question by any 
Arab writer. More practical at- 
titudes are {lustrated by the fate 
of the Jowish communities in 
Arab countries, and by such 
noteworthy cascs as the refusal by 
Saudi Arabia a few years ago to 
grant an agrément to a dis- 
tinguished British diplomat, ap- 
polnted oa ambassador, when it 
became known that he was of 
Jewish origin. 


WHO WERE the sponsors of the 
resolution and what were their 
aims? In part, the resolution was 
a stepping-stone ‘for the Arab 
states toward their next objective, 
Tarael's expulsion from the UN. 
No doubt they will return to thia 
goal; meanwhile the resolution 
serves a useful propaganda pur- 
pose. 

In part it was an attempt, by no 
means without effect, to win wider 
support for the Arab view of 
ZAjoniam. It had little success with 
the Mberal and open societles of 
Northern and Western Europe 
and North Amerioa which lined up 
with Impressive unanimity in re- 
Jecting it. It was more successful 
with the countries of the Third 
World, for whom the issue is 
abstract and remote, and who 
have little knowledge of Jews or of 
Zionism. They are, however, 
much concerned with raclam and 
with the particular manifestation 
of it in southern Africa, and the 
ropolution was, among other 
things, designed as a bid for their 
support. 

The co-sponsors of the resolu- 
tion wore the Arabs and the 
Rugsians, and thelr attitudes to 


.the problems of both Zioniam and 
: raciam are significantly differont, 
‘not only from each other but also 


from the Afro-Asian and: other 
countries whom they persuaded to 
Σ Forthe Arabs, the conflict over 
the Palestine question long. 


. antadates any intorest on their 


part'in Zionism, Indeed the quite 
extenalvo Nterature: produced in' 
Arabio from the late 10th century. 
until the perlod following World 


War II shows a remarkable lack 
of concern with Zionist theory and 
doctrine. On the whole, the Arabs 
naw the conflict — rightly one 
may say — ag one between two 
groups of people both desiring the 
same territory. 

Such abstract questions as the 
varying nationalist theories of the 
one side or the other were of 
Hmited interest, and the Arabic 
literature on Zionism until after 
World War IT is meagre and very 
largely derivative. In the main it 
seems to rely either on accounts 
written by Zionists themselves or, 
increasingly from the mid-1980s, 
on accounts of Fascist or Nazi 
provenance, depicting Zionism os 
a dangerous form of left-wing 
radicaliam. At that time, anti- 
Zionist propaganda described 
Zionism as @ revolutionary and 
pro-Bolshovik or Soctalistic move- 
ment which was Introducing 
radical social ideas and practices 
into the Middle Bast and should 
therefore be opposed. This was 
used even hy Nasser in his early 
years, until his change of ideology 
and alignment made “radical” 
and “‘socialistic’' compliments in- 
stead of insults, and therefore no 
longer appropriate labels for 


_ Zionism. 


The late King Faisal preferred 
the old line to the new one and 
went on using it until his death. 
Others were more sophialicated 
and from the 1960s, Arab attacka 
on the Zionist enterprise and on 
Zionist theory began to make ex- 
tensive use of such torms as 
raoist, and to seek resemblances 
between Israel and South Africa, 
and, evon more remarkably, 
between Zionists and Nazis, 


Arch racists 


The German Nazis were of 
course the arch racists of our 
time, and {t ig instructive to 
review. the evolution of Arab at- 
titudes toward them. During the 
Ufotime of the Third Reich and for 


. Some time after, the word Nazi in 


the Arab world was.in general not 
an insult; and an association with 
Hitler and his regime was:a 
matter of pride rather than of 
shame, Many-of the -leaders of 


, Arab natlonalism, including some 
in power at the present time, were. 
-Gloaely associated with the Nazis, 


wit 


and speak proudly of their efforts 
in memoirs and elsewhere. 

In the early years of the Nasser 
regime, Egypt came to share with 
some Latin American countries 
the dubious honour of being a 
haven for Naz! and other Axis war 
criminals, and the influence of 
Nazi exports could be seen in the 
techniques of both repression and 
propaganda. Some Arab authors, 
even including leftists, found it 
hard to condemn the Nazi crimes 
against the Jews, and felt impell- 
ed to justify, extenuate, diminish, 
or even deny them. 

Only with the rise of Soviet in- 
fluence in the Arab countries from 
the mid-1950s onward did this 
begin to change. Nazi appears to 
have been used for the first time 
as ἃ. term of abuse in the Arabic 
political vocabulary by Kassem of 
Traq criticizing Nasser of Egypt, 
and this use of the term, at the 
time, was a danger signal of the 
growth of Soviet influence in 
Baghdad. Times have changed, 
and the term Nazi is now general- 
ly used as a synonym for the com- 
moner term Fascist to denote 
reactionary movements con- 
demned by the current radical 
regimes. 

The preamble to the Syrian 
Constitution of 1969, amended in 
1971, lists the enemies against 
which the Arab masses are 
struggling as. ‘colonialism, 
Zionism and exploitation" — not 
racism. But the new theme has 
been slowly emerging. In Article 
19 of the Palestine National Cove- 
nant of 1984, raciat is added to the 
list of pejorative adjectives 
applied to Zionism, while in 1965 ἃ 
publication of the PLO, 
significantly in English, classifies 
Zionism as a form of racism. 
Before Jong, Jewish racism waa 
traced back to antiquity, and its

In Soviet Russia only Sovict 
patriotism ia approved and this in 
fact, though not in theory, now 
embraces Great Russian 
nationaliam. The nationalisms of 
other peoples within the union are 
suspect and are variously describ- 
ed by such epithets as feudal, 
bourgeois, reactionary and 
elericalist. The Jews are a special 
case, 

In the West we speak of 
American Jews, French Jews, 
Dutch Jews, and by extension of 
Russian Jews — but in the Soviet 
context this expression is a con- 
tradiction in terms. One is either a 
Russian or a Jew, but one cannot 
be both, since ‘‘Russian'' and 
“Jew'’ in Soviet law are both 
“nationalitles'’ (natsionalnost), 
within the common Soviet 
citizenship, and are, therefore 
mutually exclusive categories, 

The word Jew [8 Inscribed on 
every Soviet Jew's identity 
documents, and in many ways 
affects the treatment he reccives. 

Until the Israeli victory of 1967, 
however, the problem of Zionism 
in the USSR was manageable, and 
individual suppression sufficed. 
The Israeli victory in the Six-Day 
War generated enormous 
enthusiasm among Soviet Jews 
and a certain amount of sympathy 
even among Soviet non-Jews; for 
the first time, Zionism was seen 
as a serious problem. 

The results were immediately 
visible in a vehement campaign of 
abuse, particularly in the attempt 
to equate the Israelis with the 
Nazis as aggressors, invaders, oc- 
cuplers, racists, oppressora and 
murderers. Some of the literature 
produced at the time in the Soviet 
Union and its satellites was entl- 
Semitic and not merely anti- 
Zionist, sometimes even resorting 
to such classical themes as the 
world Jewish conspiracy and the 
use of Gentile blood for religious 
purposes. 


Alarming propaganda 


Some Jews, alarmed by such 
propaganda and its effects on 
Jews in Communist countries, 
have seen in the Soviet Union a 
new danger to Jews and Judaism 
compnrnble with that of Nazi Ger- 
many. Certainly there are 
resemblances — in the 
totalitarian character of the two 
sociotica, and in the ruthless use 
of chauvinism and prejudice 
where appropriate and helpful to 
the purposes of the atate. A 
further resemblance is that the 
Russfan Communists have learn- 
ed the value of anti-Jewish 
propaganda as a divisive force 
among their foreign clients or 
adversaries. 


THERE I8 ANOTHER respect in 
which the Anti-Zionlat Resolution 
may be important, especially for 
the Soviets. In bygone days, Jews 
were persecuted on religious 
grounds. In the 20th century, 
religious oppression was no longer 
acceptable or even belfevahle. 
Today, a new rationale is need- 
ed, to replace race as race replac- 
ed rellgion — and Zionism 
provides the answer. In the Soviet 
Union only ideology provides ἃ 
possible basis tn law and public 
statement for separation, dis- 
crimination and repression. 


Zionism is therefore condemned _ 


as an {deological transgression, 
and those who support It or can be 
alleged to support ἐξ may be 
punished without any danger of & 
charge of religious or racial dis- 
crimination or prejudice. 

The case {a strengthened if it 


-ean be shown that this transgres- 
sion has been condemned by the 
“forum of mankind,” the General 


Assembly of the United Nations, 

Anti-Zionism thus serves a dou- 
ble purpose for the Soviet Union. 
At home it provides the necessary 
ideological instrument for the con- 
tainment of what ia acon as a 
danger to the political loyalties of 
an important group of Soviet auh- 
jects and a potential disruptive 
force extending to other national 
liberation movements among the 
subject people of the Soviet Union 
and of the large Soviet Empire, 
Abroad It helps to create suaplicion 
and disunity and thus weaken 
resistance to Soviet purposes. 

It has been said before that anti- 
Zionism is not the same as ant!- 
Semitism and that many antl- 
Zionists hold such views with the 
best intentions unrelated to any 
form of prejudice. The dis- 
agrecable fact remains that anti- 
Zionism is very often a cloak for 
vulgar ant!-Semitism, for which it 
provides possibilities of expres: 
sion and action previously lack- 
ing. Particularly in the English- 
speaking world, ant!-Semitiam 
has never acquired the degree of 
Intellectual or political respec- 
tability which, at various times, it 
achieved in Germany, and, to a 
lesser extent, in France, and no 
one with political ambitions or in- 
tellectual pretensions can openly 
avow it. [t [8 an ironic achieve- 
ment of Zionism to have lent it a 
veil of respectability. 


THE COALITION that passed the 
anti-Zionist Resolution waa made 
up of disparate elements: the in- 
nocent majority, beguiled by 
semantic sleight of hand and the 
irrelevant slogans and diverted 
from their own needs and ἰπ- 
terests; the trimmers, daunted by 
the power or tempted by the 
wealth of one or other of the spon- 
sors, offering private apologies 
for their public actions; the Arabs 
and their assoclates, obsessed 
with one danger, oblivious of 
others; the Russians, as always 
carefully pursued their special 
purposes, and convoking the 
grand alliance of all who oppose 
the West, Its institutions, its way 
of life, its friends. 


Ideological basis? 


Between the Arab and Russian 
co-aponaora of the Resolution 
there [8 some convergence, but 
greater divergence of purpose. 
For the Arabs, the alm 18 to 
dolegitimize the State of Jarael. 
The condemnation of ita 
ideological basis, for whatever 
reason, is an important step 
toward that end and, together 
with excluding Israe) from 
Unesco, the ILO, and other UN 
bodies, forms a kind of incan- 
tatory prefigurement of the expul- 
sion of Israel from the United 
Nations and the ultimate dis- 
mantling of the ‘Zionist state.” 

For the Russians, the purpose is 
to detegitimize, not just the State 
of Israel, but the Jewish People, 
or at least Jewish peoplehood, and 


to obtain for their actions toward . 


this end a seal of international ap- 
proval. It is a sombre prospect. 
All this has nothing whatever to 
do with the rights and wrongs of 
the Arab-Israe! conflict which, 
despite its bitterness and com- 
plexity, 1s basically not a racial 
one. It is no service to the cause of 
‘peace or of either protagonist to 
inject the poison of race into the

Fundamental 
partnership 


Eliezer Rafaeli describes Project Renewal, a plan to 
revitalize 160 underprivileged neighbourhoods. 


“PROJECT RENEWAL is a 
refreshing attempt to solve the 
problems in Israel's distressed 
neighbourhoods. The most ex- 
citing facet of the programme is 
that it is being carried out in 
partnership between the Jewish 
people, represented by the Jewish 
Agency, and the government of 
Israel." 

The speaker 15 Eliezer Rafaeli, 
director-general of Project 
Renewal for the Jewish Agenoy. 


. He estimates the programme will 


cost §1.2b., which will eventually 
improve not only the physical 
needs of the distressed com- 
munities — like housing, schools, 
roads, lighting, and sidewalks — 
but will also improve or create 
social services for all segments of 
society. 

Work 1s currently under way to 
identify the areas {n need, and 
also the kind of help they require. 
At the same time, people are be- 
Ing trained to work in the com- 
munitles — generally people from 
the communities themselves. 


Unique to Project Renewal, 
however, is the opportunity for 
Jewish communities abroad to 
‘tadopt” one of the distressed 
neighbourhoods, and to help them 
directly. ‘This is the first time 
that Jews abroad are being asked 
to give money not to gome general 
project. But now the terget will 
have a face," Rafaeli said. 

ἯΙ hope that personal 
relationships will develop, so that, 
for instance, youth from abroad 
will come and he part of the work 
here,” Rafaeli continued. 


PROJECT RENEWAL plans to 


-deal with 160 neighbourhoods - 


overall. Work will begin in about 
30 of them during the first year. 
While needs are being identified 
and planned for the first group, 
work will continue to locate other 
neighbourhoods, and te get 
‘started on their needs. 

Rafaeli points out that there are 


some dangers’ inherent in a 
programme of auch scope. “First, 
we have to be carcful not to create 
false expectations in the distresa- 
ed communities. For the com- 
munities both here and abroad, 
we have to be careful not to over- 
promise,"’ he said. 

"Secondly, we have to make 
sure we don't try to work too 
quickly. We don't want to create 
new slums, which 15 what happen- 
ed In almilar projects around the 
world,"’ Rafaeli sald. ''T realize 
that there is an inherent con- 
tradiction here, because on the 
one hand there is a sense of urgen- 
cy, while on the other, we have to 
plan carefully." 

Another danger is if the 
programme ia not comprehensive 
enough. In other words, if the 
housing problems arc solved 
without improving the 
educational requirements, little fs 
accomplished. So even though 
missions from abroad have been 
virtually begging for projects, 
nothing is being assigned before it 
is ready. ὴ 

Project Renewal has an in- 
teresting story. Underllning the 
Jowish Agency-governmental 
cooperation is the fact that the 
project was conceived as a joint 
effort by Jewlsh Agency Chair- 
man Arye Dulzin and Prime 
Minister Monahem Begin. 

“I recognize the inherent dif- . 
ficulties of coordinating auch a 
project," Rafaeli sald. ‘‘It is as If 
we are building an orchestra. 
where everyone is used to being a 
soloist. But the Jowlsh Agency 
and the govurnment have decided 
this ia Important, so we really 
have no alternative.” 

Because of what Project 
Renewal wilt do, Rafaeli suggeste

Not an aasot 


In the reckoning of history, the 
Holocaust was not a Zionist 
“asset.” It was a holocaust, pure 
and siinple. Zionism wag not 
prepared to confront it because it 

. did not anticipate it at ail, and 
becauae in reality the Holocaust 
was not a foundation atone of the 
Zloniat idea. That Is, the Zionist 
idea did not grow out of knowledge 
of the anti-Semitic world, but 
from knowledge of the national 
existence of the Jewish people. 

The Zionist demand was firat 

and foremost the demand of 
justice for the Jewish people, a de- 
mand for the realization of the 
sovercignty of the Jewish people, 
“ag all the other nations." This 
phrase, ‘‘as all the othor nations," 
served as the key for the Zionist 
Progremme, which was. for- 
mulated by the first Zilonlat 
Congress, led by Herzl, in Basel, 
in 1897. 
. ‘The Zionist formulation propoa- 
ed to guarantee tho status and in- 
tegration of the Jewish people 
among the family of nations. The 
Zionist solution was under no con- 
ditions directed toward the

AND WHAT about tho Araba in 
Eretz Yisrael? It is trua that as

ZIONISM ALSO paid a heavy price, 
Superficially 1 woutd seem that 
Zionism went from strongth to 
strength, gathering power end 
energy, while physically over- 
coming the violent opposition of 
the Arabs. The decisive national 
and military achievements of 
Zioniam had indeed come about 
because of tts military victories.

Originally, when Zionism 
confronted the oppression of the 
Jewish people, it ocaupied itself 
with self-rehabilitating the op- 
pressed, not denigrating the 
anti-Semites. 


Self-redemption the key 


Instead, Zionists asked what 
part Jews played in the develop- 
ment of anti-Semitism, not to 
purify the anti-Semites, and not to 
indulge in self-mortification. 
Rather, early Zionists felt that by 
dealing with this issue, they could 
free themselves from their 
seemingly hopeless position. What 
they realized waa that the victim 
had to cease’ being the victim. 
Self-redemption was the key, and 
was not an impossible task. It en- 
tailed a radical internal reform, a 
shift in values, and a change in 
personal principles. The Jew 
became Independent once again. 

It must be stressed that in- 
dependent national Jewish con- 
sciousness did not begin because 
of confrontations with anti- 
Semitiam, but there is no doubt 
that this traumatic experience 
presented Zionism with its 
challenges and its main goals. 
World anti-Semitism helped the 
Zionist consciousness become a 
revolution aimed at producing a 
new Jew and a new society,

Therefore the conflict with the 
Arabs was unforeseen and com- 
pletely unnecessary as far as pure 
Zionism was concerned. Not only 
was it not In keeping with the 
idealistle views of the Zionist 
revolution, it also drove the 
Zionist endeavour off its main 
track, robbed it of valuable 
resources, and forced the Jewish 
settlement and the Jewish state in 
Eretz Yisrael to arm itself and to 
adopt a slege mentality. 

In Europe the trap was sprung 
around the Jews, and in Eretz 
Yisrael Zionism had to contend 
with mountains of obstacles: that 
the Arab opposition created. 


Dual tragedy 


The tragedy of the Holocaust 
and the tragedy of the conflict 
with the Arabs were interwoven. 
The experience of the Holocaust 
created an indelible impression on 
the soul of Zionism. 'The long con- 
flict with the Arabs and the war 
for exiatence shifted the trauma to 
a new setting. The possibility of a 
Holocaust in Eretz Yisrael in the 
period immediately following the 
Jewish Holocaust in Burope had 
to be considered. As a result, 
Israel! society became attuned to 
the reality of the siege, and 
developed a siege mentality. 


THIS MEANT overcoming the fear 
of strangulation and 
claustrophobla. Israeli society did 
not suffer from spiritual or 
physical strangulation. On the 
contrary, it developed special] 
gills so that {t could successfully 
‘swim in the closed aquarium 
waters, The reaction was

Sad moment 


The instant that it became 
possible to place Zionism as the 
antithesis of peace was a sad mo- 
ment in the movement's history. 
The same was true when an 
attempt was made to equate 
Zionism with racism, 

Nevertheless these were false 
attempts, and were contrary to 
the essence of Zionism. Now that 
Sadat has made his dramatic 
gesture and the peace process has 
begun, the focus returns. 

The territorial concessions and 
sccurity risks that Israel will en- 
dure cannot be dismissed lightly. 
The residue of traumatic fears 
and suspicions of the past are 
significant, The tendency to main- 
tain whatever you have and not 
to weaken, is natural. 


With a speed that is un- 
bellevable, the militant consensus 
that dominated Israel for the past 
10 years was converted to a con- 
sensus for peace. Swift changes 
such as these do not happen easily 
in a democratic society. However, 
because the desire for peace is 50 
deeply embedded in the 
philosophy of Zionism and in the 
foreign policy of the State, when 
Sadat arrived in Jerusalem, it 
appears that he gambled correct- 
ly on the basic questions: Is Israel 
able to reject a peace proposal 
and still survive? Can Israel deny 
this goal and not collapse? 


ZIONISM IS now standing before 
the third and most decisive era in 
its history — the era of the créa- 
tion of the conditions of peace. 

In the first era, Zionism fought 
for Jewish sovereignty. This era 
ended in 1948. 

In the second era Zionism 
struggled to achieve peace. This 
period is quickly drawing to a 
close. : 


Third era 


We are now standing at the door 
of the third era. The era of peace. 

History never pampered 
Zionism. The Zionist dream was 
never portrayed as a glamourous 
entrance into the Garden of Eden. 
What Zionism wanted was per- 
mission to perform exhausting 
physical labour, to have the right 
of creating, Zionism had to pass 
through two periods of bitter 
struggle in order to have permis- 
sion to even exist and to create. 
Nevertheless the main Zionist ef- 
fort was devoted — even during 
the period of the struggle — to the 
forming of a new society and 
settlement in Eretz Yisrael. 

The social and economic 
achievements of Israel in the first 
80 years of its existence must be 
credited to the basic ‘Zionist 
philosophy of combining Zionist 
ideala with nation building. 

Only now is the opportunity be- 
ing presented to Zionism to realize 
its original vision of a model socie- 
ty. This means a society in which 
the maximal creative. capacity 
and human cooperation will be 
reached, as a mode! for all of 
mankind.O

In the wake of the Balfour 
Declaration, and more particular- 
ly after 1919, the Arab national 
movement greatly intengified, 
mainly in reaction to the positive 
steps taken to implement 
Zionism, Dr. Chaim Welzmann 
was on the alert and did his best to 
arrive at a modus vivendi with 
Emir Felsal, the representative of 
the awakening Arab world, and 
their agreement might have taken 
effect, except that extraneous fac- 
tors intervened. 


Missed’ opportunities 


Over the years, as the Zionists 
missed the hiatorle opportunities 
to build the Jewish National Home 
guickly, and aa the Arab opposi- 
tion assumed threatening dimen- 
sions, Dr. Weizmann.was ready to 
go a long way towards appeasing 
the Arabs in order to persuade 
them to keep peace. He spoke of 
political parity, a kind of a con- 
dominium in Palestine under 
which no party would dominate 
the other.

even envisaged a possibility of 
setting up a binational state for 
the sake of peace. 

Dr. Judah Magnes and leaders 
of the Brit-Shalom movement 
were persistently and most 
assiduously exploring prospects 
for an Arab-Jewish peace, and 
were ready to pay an exorbitant 
price for it: acceptance of minori- 
ty status for the Jews In Paleatine 
(40 per cent of the population). 

However, all their efforts were 
of no avail, Arab nationalist 
leaders would not concede the ex: 
istence of moderate Zionists. In 
one of the numerous conver- 
sations Haim Margalit- 
Kalvarisky had with Arab ex- 
tremists, Auni Abdul Hadi told 
him frankly that he Would rather 
negotiate with Jabotinsky, the 
reputed Zionist extremist, than 
with the so-called moderate 
Zionists, who were nothing but 
“hypocrites,” trying to disguise 
their real intentions. 

Ben-Gurion tried for many 
years to reach an agreement with 
the Arabs on the basis of Marxist 
premises. He believed the Zionist 
and Arab workers could. join 
forces for their mutual bhoetter- 
ment. After strenuous efforts In 
this direction he was completely 
frustrated, for there was no Arab 
proletariat to speak of. In the final 
analysis, the Arab, any Arab, 
would always subordinate his in- 
choate class consciousness to his 
inbred religious nationalistic 
loyalty.

Ze'ev Jabotinsky may have been 
the greatest reallat of all. He 
came into close contact with the 
Arabs since 1918. He had 
numerous conversations with 
them and became acquainted with 
their nature and ideology. He un- 
derstood the importance of the 


‘Arab national movement, and felt 


that thelr antagonism could be 
appeased by neither bribery nor 
inducement. They did not care for 
Zionist benefits. 


Native opposition 


Historically, a movement such 
as Zionlam always meets with op- 
position from the native popula- 
tlon. This is inevitable, and it Is 
immaterial that there is room in 
the country for both the local pop- 
ulation and the newcomers. 

Jabotinsky was convinced of the 
moral and historical claima of 
Zionism, and sincerely believed 
that the Jewish argument was in- 
controvertible, His proposal for 
solving the Arab problem, which 
he made in 1921, was based on the 
idea that once a Jewish majority 
was constituted in Palestine and 
was strong enough to ward off any 
attacks, the Arabe would recon- 
cile themselves to the Zionist 
presence. ιν would dictate 
that the Jews should have at least 
a smal! state of thelr own, 

Ahad Ha'am feared that such a 
far-reaching solution would never 
be accomplished without violence, 


‘Tionism’s conception of peace 


and in principle he was not 
prepared to sanction the cs- 
tablishment of a state If even a 
single Arab child were killed in 
the process. However, ever since 
the Arab riots in Jerusalem in 
1020, the situation in Palestine 
began deteriorating. 


: THE CAUSE of the Arab-Israel 


confilet is rooted in the effec- 


, tiveneas of the moderate Arab 


camp. To be sure, over the years 
of strife and bloodshed there arose 
various moderate Arab factiona 
who were willing to reconcile with 
Zionism and work out a formula 
for Jewish-Arab coexistence. But 
their voice was always drowned in 
internecine strife. During the 
Mandatory period (1922-1943) 
thousands of moderates were 
assassinated by thelr extremist 
brothers. [t was almost a foregone 
conclusion from the beginning 
that in this internal war, the ex- 
tremiat followers of the Mufti of 
Jerusalem, Haj Amin al-Husselni, 
would have the upper hand. 
Westorn observers often fall to 
grasp the difference between 
traditional warfare, and the jihad, 
or Moslem holy war. The jihad 
precludes compromise, and peace 
with the ‘infidel’ cannot be con- 
sidered. No "alien" sovereignty 
was admissible, 


‘No Recognition’ 


This same view [5 at the root of 
the present Arab-Israel conflict; 
it was demonstrated very clearly 
at the Khartoum Summit 
Conference of 1967, which 
presented the ultimate 
programme of the three noes — 
“no recognition, no peace, and no 
negotiations with Israel." 

This by no means {mplies that 
peace will never come to the Mid- 
dle East. Things are bound to 
change. But one should not lose 
sight of the underlying prere- 
quisites of change. Peace is a con- 
comitant of democracy. One can- 
not cherish principles of peace un- 
less one is imbued with 
democratic ideala. Education for 
peace {as a long process. It may 
take generations, but belligerenoy 
cannot end without the inculcation 
of these human elements. 

Yet, one should not despair. The 
world is progressing by leaps and 
bounda. Technology and the mags 
media tend to shorten all 
educational procesaes. Things are 
improving to an extent un- 
imaginable 20 or even 10 years 
ago. Humanity cannot be stopped 
halfway on ita path of enlighten- 
ment and spiritual betterment.

Two peoples, one land 


MARTIN GILBERT discerns substantia! differences between the situation of 
the Arabs in Eretz Yisrael, and Jewish cornmunities in the Arab states. 


A HUNDRED AND FIFTY yeara 
ago, Palestine was a barren land, 
with a population of less than 600,- 
000 Arabs, and 50,000 Jawa. Today 
the same area feeds, houres and 
sustains nearly 5 million people. 
Where did the exira people 
come from? Many of them were 
immigrants, not only Jewa, but 
also Arabs. Indced, the first sub- 
stantial wave of new settlers, 
were Arabs from Egypt. They 
settled largely in Jaffa, Halfa and 
Acre, thug inatreasing the local 
ταῦ population. 


Jews ulso came to Palestine in 
the 18303 and 18408, Not all of them 
were from Europe, Soma, indeed, 
came from Arab countrica In 
Moulem North Africa, In 
November 1843, a Christlan 
clergyman living in Jerusalem 
noted, "The Influx of Jews has 
beon very considerable of late. A 
fortuight since, 180 arrived here 
from Algiers. There ls now αὶ large 
numbor of Jews here from the 
coast of Africa, who are about to 
form themaclves {nto a separate 
congregation.’ 


Second class citizens 


In Arab lands, as a result of 
Moslem religious tradition, the 
Jews lived as second class 
elilzens. Sometimes they were 
tolerated. But at othor times the 
local Moslems turned savagely 
againat them. 

The Damascus murders of 1840 
stirred all European Jewry to 
protest. Then in 1860, many Jews 
were murdered in Tunisia, and in 
the 1870s and 1880s, tho murders 
spread to Morocco. Harsh antl- 
Jewish measures were also in 
force at that time in Libya, where 
all Jews seeking to leave were 
forced to pay a heavy oxit fine — 
except, fronically, those wishing 
to go to Palestine. 


IT WAS 'TO Palestine that the 
Jews continued to go, from 
throughout the Arab world, even 
before World War 1. In the 
1880s a community of Jews from 
{he Yemen set up their own 
quarter outside the aity walls of 
Jerusalem,.next to the Arab sub- 
urb of Silwan. Jews trom Egypt 
and Iraq were also among the new 
immigrants. ᾿ 
With the coming of the British 
Mandato in the 1920s, Arab na well 
as Jowish immigretion to 
PalostIno grow rapidly. Just 88 
Jews now flocked to thair Inter- 
nationally recognized “national 
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home’ In search of physical 
security, national unity and a 
spiritual centre, so too the Arahs 
from many nearby Arah lands 
also came to settle in Palestine, 
many of them in search of work 
and prosperity. It was the com- 
binatlon of the security provided 
by British rule, and the increased 
commercial prospects opened up 
by the Jewish presence, that at- 
tracted many Arab immigranta. 
The British censuses fram 1922- 
31 show the birthplace of hoth 
Jews and Araha. Moat of the 
Jewish immigrants were born in 
central Europe but many were 
born in Morocco, Algeria, Tunisia, 
Libya, Egypt, Syria, Iraq, Persia, 
Turkey, and Yemen. The Arab {m- 
migrants also came from North 
Africa, ng well aa from Transjor- 
dan and Saud! Arabia. These facts 


about Arab Immigrants were aq 


well known at the tne as those of 
Jowlsh immigranta. In May 1080, 
Winston Churchill told the House 
of Commons, ‘So far from being 
persccuted, the Arabs hava 
crowded Into tho country and mul- 
Uplied till their population has in- 
creased more than even all world 
Jowry could ΠῚ up the Jawish 
population. Now we are asked to 
decree that all this ts to stop and 
all this Is to come to an end. We 
aro now asked to submit, and this 
is what rankles most with me, to 
an agitation which is fed with 
foreign money and ceasolessly in- 
flamed by Nazi and by Fascist 
propaganda.” 


THE JEWISH immigration of the 
19208 and 1980a is often spoken of 
as the cause of the Arab revolt of 
1036. But many of the Arabs who 
were Instigators of this revolt 
were born outside Palestine. 
Some of the leading agitators 
were from Syria. Indeed, Arab 
bands recruited in Syria were 
among the most active agitators. 
In November 1988 the British Con- 
sul In Damascus wrote to the 
Forelgn Office in London, in a 
accret dispatch, of how the Arab 
nationalists wore not entirely 
“heroes in a noble cause." Indeed, 
he explainad, "during the past two 
months they have been scouring the 
slums of Syrian towns for known 
erlminals (many of whom have 
already served long terms ag 
punishmont for savage assaults). 
1 have myaclt compiled in tha 
course af my efforts to prevent 
them from going to Palestine a Hat 
of about one hundred and fifty 
Syrians and Palestinians resident 
in Syria who have in this way been

The anti-Jewish and anti-Zionist 
feelings of the present day “‘rojec- 
tioniat" Arab states are not new. 
In 1938 thesc same Arab states, 
with tho addition of Egypt, had 
pressed the Britlsh Government 
not to allow more Jews into 
Patestine. In 1989, the Egyptian 
Government actually went so far 
ag to thank the British Govern- 
ment for not allowing Jewish 
refugeo boats to reach Palestine. 


DURING World War I, the Jews 
in Arab countries continued to suf- 
fer. In June 1941, following a pro- 
Nazi rovolt in Irag, more than 175 
Traqi Jews were killed, 1,000 in- 
jured, and many tortured. Shortly 
afterwards, Haj Amin el- 
Husseini, the Muftl of Jerusalem, 
having visited Hitler, urged the 
Nazis not to allow Jewish children 
from the Balkans to be permitted 
to leave for Palestine. : 


Riota continue 


After the war, it was again the 
fully independent Arab States 
which led the anti-Zioniat cam- 
paign. In 1945, on Balfour Day 
{November 2), 10 Jews were kill- 
ed in riots throughout Egypt, 
shops were looted, and syn- 
agogues burned. So fanatical was 
the antl-Jewish.zeal, that the 
sacred Sorolls of the Law were 
taken from several synagogues in 
Cairo and burned in the streets. 
This was, of course, 24% years 
before the State of Israel came 
into being. 

Also in November 1945, the 
Great Synagogue in Aleppo, 


Syria, was looted, and prayer 


books burned in the, street, In 
Libya, that same November, 
more than 100 Jews wero 
murdered in savage anti-Jewish 
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One of hundreds of thousands of Jewish 
or tent citles, after arriving in Israel. 


riots in seven coastal towna, 
where Jews had lived since 
Roman times. 

In May 1947, the Jews of Faluja, 
Traq, were set upon by a mob, and 
much of their property was 
destroyed. In Baghdad itself a 
Jew waa murdered by a mob, 
which had falsely accused him of 
giving poisoned candy to a child. 
In Morocco in 1942, the Casablan- 
ca synagogue was desecrated dur- 
ing antl-Jewish riots in the city, 
while that same year, in Fez, 60 
Jews were killed when a mob 
broke into the Jewish quarter. 


WITH TRE UN vote In favour of a 
Jewish state in part of Palestine, 
Jews in Arab lands continued to 
suffer. It was not enough that the 
UN had also voted to set up a fully 
independent Arab state in 
Palestine, nor that the local Jews 
were loyal citizens of the Arab 
states In which they lived, and had 
accepted for hundreds of years 
their second class status. Once 
more they found themselves the 
victims of Arab fury. 


Destitute arrivals 


It is small wonder, therefore, 
that with the establishment of the 
State of Israe] in May 1948, Jews 
living in Arab and Moslem lands 
flocked in vast numbers to the 
new Jewish state. Indeed, more 
than 500,000 Jews left their homes, 
their property, and their age-old 
communities in eight independent 
Arab states, and travelled to 
Israel. Most of them had to leave 
all their posscasions behind. ’ 

The Jews from Arab lands 
arrived [ἢ Israel largely destitute. 
At least they were now masters of 
their own fates, able to rebuild 
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eT 9 οὐ μ᾿ 


sa εἶ 


rafugeea, tho spent years in ma’abarot, 


their lives among their own peo- 
ple. They could say, with the 
Psalmist, Our soul is escaped as 
a bird out of the snare. The snare 
18 broken, and we are escaped.” 


ONE GROUP of Jews of Arab 
lands still remains within the 
snare — the 4,000 Jews in Syria, In 
March 1974, four Jewish girls, try- 
ing to leave Syria, were 
murdered. Conditions in the three 
Jewish ghettoes are appalling. 
There, the Jews remain to this 
day second class citizens. But the 
world {s' becoming in 

aware of their plight and perhaps 


one day, hopefully soon, they too - 


will be allowed to emigrate. Even 
as I write this final paragraph, 
further needs and problems arise 
elsewhere; In Iran, a Moslem 
country hitherto friendly to Israel, 
the Nov. 6 edition of the London 
Times discuasing the widespread 
rioting in Teheran, reported, “In 
the centre of town, carpet shops 
owned by Jews were attacked, 
their ornate and priceless Persian 
carpets dragged into the street 
and burned. Then the mob turned 
on the British Bmbassy..." 

Thus, for yet another Jewish 
community in a Moslum country, 
the Jews of Iran, a large com- 
munity numbering 80,000, the 
future suddenly becomes in- 
secure.

Then the rains came and 
the Avdat farm came alive as the 
waters cascaded gently down the 
hillside canals into the fields 
below. After nearly two millennia, 
the desert carth once more yietd- 
ed wheut, barley, onions and peas. 
Artichokes and asparagus have 
thrived consistently well 
throughout the years of ex- 
perimentation. Among the frult 
trees, almonds, apricots and 
plstachias have proved to be the 
most successful. 

τ Another experiment, which was 
aimed at regenerating denuded 
pasture tandas, involved the plant- 
ing of fodder crops. Six 
variations were found to be 
predictably good, both in yleld 
and in laste for grazing animals. 
Today, as a reguit of the Avdat 
model, nearby kibbutz Sde Boker 
has established a large runoff 
grazing range for [15 dairy cows. 

One of Evenari'’s significant find- 
ings was that runoff Increases 
substantially with smaller plots. 
Consequently, experiments began 
with microcatchments, !.e., built- 
up earthen areas where each tree 
receives !ts own runoff. These are 
much cheapar to develop, since no 
terraces, channels and stone 
fences are required. 

At Wadi Mashaosh over 400 fruit 
trees have been planted in 
microcatchments In recent years. 
Of these, 1,700 are pistachio trees 
because, declared Evenarl, ‘‘we 
are absolutely sure that the 
pistachio — a lucrative export nut 
— {is a feasthie plant for the 
Negev." 


THE EXPERIMENTS begun at Av- 
dat nearly 20 years ago have in- 
spired techniques of practical im- 
portance today, both in Israol and 
in other donert countries that lack 
modern Irrigation systems. In 
Afghanistan, for instance, |

tares. In the drought-stricken 
Sahel countries, intermediaries,

For Israel, where the runoff 
method {s too extensive for con- 
ventional agriculture, there are 
other benefits from the 
demonstration farma. One 1a the 
regeneration af denuded pasture 
lands, Another js the cultivation of 
grass and trees to provide shade 
and improve the scenery along the 
desert highways, Yet another Is 
the construction of parks and 
recreation areas in the Negev. 

The prototype for such 
beautification projects was in- 
augurated near Avdat last May. 
The 60-dunam Lowenatein- 
Evenarl Experimental Desert 
Park, It is hoped, will become a 
model to demonstrate that the 
desert can inexpenstvaly be made 
green and beautiful. 

There Is another lesson from the 
past — an ecological one — that ls 
no less important, “The runoff 
method fits perfectly Into the 
desert environment without dis- 
turbing or destroying it,"' noted 
Evenari, who has focused on 
preserving the delicate desert 
ecosystem. ‘Since desert 
ecosystems are very Jabile. any 
action by man may easily change 
or even destroy them 
irrevocably." ! 

The ancient desert peoples con- 
structed thelr farms and built. 
their cities in harmony with the 
environment and used their water 
resources in ἃ manner that im- 
itated the processes occurring 
naturally in the desert. : 

“The message of the early 
farmers,"' said Eyenarl, ‘‘can 
teach us how to tame the desert In 
an ecologically acceptable way. “.

Goethe once remarked, 
“Classicism is health, roman- 
ticlam disease" (and this from the 
author oof Werlher!). Clark 
avoida such over-simplification 
and successfully tells us much of 
what each of these major figures 
was trying to do. 

Clark cxpresaes some reser- 
vations about the greatness of 
Blnke and Delacrolx, but not suf- 
ficiently strongly for my taste. He 
correctly points out how Degas 
worked and reworked poses, 
figures and groups to obtain "an 
ultimate greatness which direct 
transcripts from life could never 
achieve."' In this respect Degas 
wan one of the last classic artists, 
But Clark docs not indicate that he 
ia fully aware how Degaa obtained 
many of his details: they were 
taken not only from photographa 
but from arti4is as far apart as 
Meliaxonier and Utaumaro, the 
latter belng the source for his 
ploneering asymmetrical com- 
positions. But Dogas was the most 
direct observer and recorder of 
everyday life since Rembrandt 
and, like him, transformed and 
transmuted the dross of other ar- 
tists Into pure gold. 


HAVING juat finlahed both these 
books, 1 suddenly found myself 
with an opportunity to renew my 
personal acquaintance with the 
‘paintings mentioned (the can- 
vases are nearly all in the Louvre 
or the London National Gallery). 
‘Thanks to hoth Clark and the 
restorers of the National Gallery, 
who recently completed an im- 
mense cleaning project, I saw 
many of the works as if for the 
first time. The results were not 
always edifying. It came as a 
shock to find that many of the can- 
vases actually look and sound 
better in Clark's books than they 
do In “real life.”

Almost all of Rembrandt's 
drawings are masterpieces, but: 
one cannot say the same of all his 
canvases, Cleanings have reveal. 
ed the master's ups and downa 
and touches by other hands (some 
of them perhaps those of the 
restorers!). Clark points to the 
differences between Rembrandt's 
two portraits of Mrs. Tripp, “both 
miracles of sheer painting." But I 
would say that this is true only of 
the bust; the full length work is 
stiff and dead in comparison with 
the incredibly lively over-painting 
of the smaller version. 


INGRES also drew better than 
he painted and many of his 
background details seem to have 
been filled In by apprentice, One 
of the few works by Ingres that 
looks better in the flesh than in 
reproduction is his magnificent 
“Monsicur Bertin” in the Louvre, all 
of It obviously from his own hand. 

Moat of the 19th century pain- 
tings {n the Louvre are replete 
with clumsy passages and 
theatrical effects. Gericauit's 
“Raft of the Medusa" is atmoat 
colourless, containing whole 
Square-metres of dead, flat paint, 
The technique is almoat that of a 
stage backdrop. Yet this vorsion 
of the saga of the cannibal sur- 
vivors of the famous wreck, 
despite its cheap theatricality, 
helped change attitudes to post 
classical painting. 

It is the more florid and cheaply 
painted “backdrops” of David 
and Delacroix that are harder to 
take. These immense canvases, 
vastly Inferior to the artists‘ 
smaller works, were indeed 
backdrops to changing political 
situations. They were allegories of 
both patrlotism and power, even 
despotic power; see Delacroix's 
“The Death of Sardanapalus," in 
which the beautiful girl has her 
throat cut at the foot of the 
tyrant’s bed. Clark recalls that 
this work so alienated official op!- 
nion at the time that Delacroix 
might have been ruined if the

BALDWIN is the last man to ac- 
couse of weak nerves. The 
American film industry doesn't of- 
fend his aesthetic senaibilities, 
only his common sense, and this 


essay is almply his register of the 
ways movies violate reality and 
lull us to sleep. Baldwin's frame of 
reference includes French 
literature and the politica of 
British colonialism as well 88 
American jazz and the black 
revivalist chureh (Baldwin 
preached the faith briefly in his 
youth — to Bill Miller's horror and 
eventually hia own.) But Baldwin 
uses his learning, {t doesn't use 
him, and his remarks on the 
movies are characteriatically 
sane. To wit: the trouble with 


‘The Exorcist is that it aub- 


stitutes special effects for 
theology. ''The devil does not 
levitate beds or fool around with 
little giria: we do...Americans 
should certainly know more about 
evil than (this)." 

Ostensibly about movies, The 
Devil Finds Work is as much a 
writer’s notebook as a commen- 
tary on the demonology of 
American mass culture. It ranges 
from observations on tho 
differences between stage and 
screen, plot and story, and the 
desoxuallzed nature of the 
obligatory fade-out kiss to 
Baldwin's musings on human 
identity: 

“Identity would seem to be the 
garment with which one covers 
the nakedness of the self: in which 
case, it is best that the garment be 
loose, a little like the robes of the 
desert, through which one's 
nakedness can always be felt and 
sometimes discerned. This trust 
in one's nakedness is all that gives 
one the power to change one’s 
robes," 

Or: “For I have seen the devil 
by day and by night... In the eyes 
of some junkies, the eyes of some 
preachers, the eyes of some 
governors, presidents, wardens, 
in the eyes of some orphans, and 
in the eyes of my father, and in my 
mirror. It ls that moment when no 
other human being ja real for you, 
nor are you real for yourself."" 

Spliced between more or lesa 
detailed discussions of the honesty 
of some movies and the dishones- 
ty of others, this kind of preaching 
may irritate readers who like 
their fllm criticiam to the point. 
But people at all susceptible to 
Baldwin's prose will close the 
book wide awake and leave it 
around to taste the shock twice.O

BIRTHDAYS by Linda Rannells

I CONFESS I picked this book up 
eagerly, expecting I don’t know 
what — possibly a history of 
greetings from stone-age 
hieroglyphs to Salvador Dali's 
diddling with a dildo. 

Instead, I found a rather sen- 
timental journey into the birthday 
life of ita author, fleshed out with 
veferences to the natal 
celebrations of others — among 
them Queen Victoria, Heywood 
Broun, John Milton, even a tribal 
chief from Last Africa. But since 
Mrs. Lewis Is chiefly concerned 
with birthdays, she necessarily 
Bives us only a glimpse — 
sometimes ἃ poem or a brief 
paragraph from a letter — of all 
this august personnel. 

As said, her book centres 
around the birthdayness of herself 
and her family. Falr enough, 
since every book must have a 
focus and since the author of this 
one is graccful and literate 
enough almost to get away with it, 
She has worked hard; you can see 
her In libraries sending down lists 
to the stacks demanding volumes 
and volumes of apposite material. 
She has turned up a few winners, 
like the fact that a comet streaked 
through the sky on May 20th, when 
Charles TI of England was born, 
and that Charlotte Bronte, 
suddenly remembering her birth: 
day, wrote: “TI shall be thirty- 
one...My youth ia gone like a 
dream; and very little use have L 
ever madc of it. What have I done 
these last thirty years? Precious 
little."" 

But unless bits and pieces are 
enough for you, unless you are un- 
disturbed by fundamental 
humourlessneass and a kind of 
rhapsodic style, Birthdays will 
disappoint you. One bright-eyed 
touch, though: appended is a 
calendar, every day of which 
notes the birth of famous people, 
TIf’you want to know with which 
delobrity you share your birthday, 
you'll have ta buy the book.O

The director-general of the 
Bullding Centre, Nahum Granot, 
speaks with sailafaction of two re- 
cent Ministry directives designed 
to suve energy. All new public 
housing must have a central hot 
water system utilizing solar 
enorgy, and In ‘hilly regions it 
must have “high-level thermal in- 
sulation." 

In my opinion, these directives, 
while admirable in thomselyes, 
are too late and too little. Rooftop 
solar heaters for water should 
have been made mandatory on all 
new buildings two decades ago, 
when they were developed here, 
and either obligatory or tempting- 
ly cheap for axisting dwellings. 
Instead, many -municipalitics 
reatricted their use on aesthetic 
grounds. 

And as for high-level building 
insulation, it should be com- 
pulsory for all conalruction, public 
or private, in all parts of the coun- 
try. The hilly regions have colder 
winters; but In the warmer zones, 
proper thormal insulation would 
cut the need for artificial heating 
to a minimum and would help 
keep buildings cooler in summer. 

- Obviously, it is harder to 
regulate private builders than to 
lasue directives for public housing 
projects, As a result, several 
engineers have Lold me, the basic 
quality of bullding poole hows- 
ing 1a generally of a highor stan- 
dard than In the private sector.

Insulation "extras" are almost 
endiess — aluminium window or 
door frames, recommended es- 
pecially for coastal and other win- 
dy locations, and on high floors;

If it shares the house's 
central heating bill, it wouldn't be 
able to recoup the cash, but would 
enjoy greater warmth. Granot 
says that builders should put 30 
per cent more heating pipes or 
radiators on top floors, but 
generally do not. This is 
something a consulting engineer 
ean check at the time of construc- 
tion. 

There !s a haffling array of 
possible insulation materials. The 
best knewn is rock wool (tsemer 
s'ia'im) which is non- 
combustible, comes In bulk form, 
in sheeting, and in pre-sewn ‘‘mat- 
tresses,"' which are more expen- 
sive but lesa apt to disintegrate. 
Then there are fibreglass in- 
sulatoras, Iightweight concrete, 
and a Swedish product called 
“Itong,” which is both a hullding 
block and an insulator. Even 
though such materials as 
polystyrene, polyurethane and 


urea formaldehyde foums may be 


non-igniting or self-cxtinguishing, 
they should only be used as in- 
Bulators under the guidance of 
qualified engineers who under- 
stand their properties and reac- 
tions to fire. 

If you have a sloping tile or 
asbestos roof, with an attic space 
to trap warm air, good insulation 
is a must, the energy experts say. 
Mr. Granot, assures me that the 
“loosefill vermiculite’ produced 
by Moshav Habonim's Agrikal 
faclory poses no fire hazards. 
These tiny Hghtweight chips are 
spread around the attic to a depth 
of 5cm. Ata price of IL35 a square 
metre, this is cheaper than most 
rock wool, and I am told it is easy 
to apply. 

Despite manufacturers’ claims 
of casy do-it-yourself application 
for their insulation products there 
are many people who won't under- 
take any home improvements on 
their own, even simple ones such 
aa weatherstripping. In the Tel 
Aviv area at least, they can 
become subscribers to a service 
called “Sherut-Kol,"’ which will 
recommend them reliable and 
falr-priced craftsmen in all sorts 
of fields. The firm can be reached 
at 73 Einstein, Ramat Aviv, (Tel. 
03-415681). 

If you have a roof with attic 
space, under tile or asbestos, you 
may be interested in an eye- 
catching American import called 
“Wisper Cool." Its shiny metal 
dome sits atop a sloping roof, and 
the slightest breeze is supposed to 
turn it. This action circulates the 
air in the attic, drawing out the 
hot air. EF am assured that In 
winter !t does not cool off the 
house, but rather helps remove 
unwanted humidity. It works sole- 
ly on wind power, without any 
electricity. Each Wiapér Cool tur- 
bine ventilator serves 60 to 70 
sq.m. of attic, and costs IL1,782 
plus VAT. The imported ven- 
tilators are assembled here by 
Home-Care Wisper Cool of Te! 
Aviv, P.O.B, 9076 (08-766842).

ON MY FIRST visit tu the U.S. 
thia fall, I was acheduled among 
alher places for ἃ visil to Norfolk, 
Virginia, to observe band and 
orchestra instruction in clemen- 
tary, junior and senior high 
schoola. 

Through the great hospitality of 
Sidney Berg, director of the 
Department of Music Education 
in the municipality of Norfolk, I 
waa taken for 48 haura practically 
non-stop on visita to a variety of 
interesting places, 

Straight from the airfield, I was 
taken to the School for Milllary 
Music at the huge U.8. Naval 
base, ἃ sprawling building where 
hundreds of servicemen are train- 
ed aa players or conductors for all 
the Navy and Army Banda In the 
υ.8. 


Facilities include over 1,500 in- 
struments, with a workshop for 
repairs, recording machines, 
televison cameran, copying and 
editing equipment, a huge music 
brary wlth an elaborate crosa-

IT WAS NEARLY the same pic- 
ture all over again in the clty 
schools. In every one — I must 
have visited about 25 schoola of 
various levels — I found a large 
hall, bullt and used exclusively for 
band activities, with adjoining 
library, store-room for large 
numbers of instruments, in- 
dividual practice rooms, recor- 
ding equipment and all sorta of 
other alectronic devices for 
educational purposes. 

Kids start in Gifth grade with atring, 
inatruments and In sixth grade 
with winds, and have an hour of 


Instruction every day of the five- 
day week. All schools are in- 
tegrated and participation of 
black children is between 78 and 
85 per cent; all instruction is In 
classes and groups. In one schoo! I 
even found a class !n progress 
with five harpists practising. 

Obviously, not much Individual 
progress can be made In group in- 
struction, hut particularly 
talented children get Individual 
lessons, and the enaembies I 
heard made quite respectable 
music. 

In this municipal programme 
all instruments and instruction 
are free. About 4,500 pupils are in- 
volved — 3,000 In wind In- 
struments and 1,500 in strings. A. 


youth symphony orchestra is 
seleeted from all the 
organizations. 


THE PROGRAMME waa 
developed by Sidncy Berg In near- 
ly 20 years of hard work, with the 
help of Dr. Albert U. Ayars, the 
superintendent of Norfolk schools, 
and has the support of Joseph 
Strelitz, the chairman of the 
school hoard. 

Strelltz Is also a very active 
worker for Israe) and is president 
of the American Friends of the Tel 
Aviv University. 

Berg has collected hundreds of 
sets of material for bands and is 
sending them through the Music 
Foundation of Glencoe, Ill., to the 
Central Band Library of the Israe! 
Band Federation. Classes of his 
puplis atamp every sheet of 
music: "Music for the Bands of 
Israel from the children of the 
US." 


‘Jorusalem sent onc of its former 
band students to Norfolk to learn 


the repair of instrumenta In order 
to open his own workshop here. 
Charlle, a trumpet Player, 
happencd to have been a pollo vic- 
tim in his youth, and Berg found a 
master for repairs in Norfolk who 
also suffered from infantile 
paralysis. He immediately agreed 
to take the boy from Jerusalem 
under his wing and teach him his 
eraft. 

Members of the community 
have adopted Charilo, and boys of 
the same age provide company in 
his off-hours. His master found 
him a room nearby, and takes him 
by car back to work. A TV and 
radio has been found for him, too, 
and Charlie 18 assured of a 
marvellous time, in addition to 
learning 8 craft badly needed in 
our country. 

Meanwhile, a UJA Mission from 
Norfolk is planning to collect in- 
struments which will be sent 
through the Musie Foundation to 
youth banda in necdy Israel! com- 
munities.

He eats and 
drinks of the finest, takes ‘Joans"’ 
from all the officials, who are only 
too willing to accommodate the 
Inapector General, seduces both 
his hostess and her daughter, and 
becomes engaged to the latter. 
Having exhausted all the 
possibilities, Khiestakov skips 
town under the pretext of a short 
visit to an uncle who lives nearby. 


THE HOAX !s discovered when 
the Postmaster, who habitually 
opons letters that attract his 
attention, reads Khlestakov’s 
hilarious description of his ex- 
periences to a journallat friend in 
Petersburg. As the assembled of- 
ficlals sit stunned by the Post- 
master's revelation, a messenger 
comes in with an announcement: 


the real Inspector General has 
arrived In town. 

Tn his utter frustration — he and 
his wife have been indulging in 
fantasies about a great 
professional and soclal career !n 
Petorsburg as the in-laws of such 
an important personage — the 
Mayor delivers a blistering attack 
on the journalists, the seribblers. 
The satirists who might use this 
ineident to vilify hard-working, 
loyal public servants such as 
himself and his colleagues. 

The speech is a classic, a 
timeless expression of anger 
directed by public officials at 
what is now known as ‘‘the 
media.” ἢ 

Listening to that tirade in the 
Cameri, no one could fall to recall 
a number of programmea- which 
disappeared from Israeli televi- 
sion after short but happy lives. 
As a Russian proverb says, people 
have a tendency to blame the 


mirror when thelr faces are 
crooked. 

One of the reasons why Revisor 
has been performed so often all 
over the world is the wonderful op- 
portunities the play offera to 
directors and actors, It ip so full of 
delightfully grotesque scenes, the 
characters — down to the maid 
who does not even open her mouth 
— are 50 skilfully drawn, that the 
posslbilities for ataging and acting 
are inexhaustible. 

The present Camer! production, 
under the direction of Shmuel 
Bunim, !s amusing, and there is 
enough in it to hold the audience's 
attention, but little imagination 
and inventiveness have been in- 
vested here. Η 


THERE I8 A great scene in the 
play, one of the greatest comedy 
scenes ever written, where 
Khlestakov regaleg the aasembled 
yokels with stories about the 


glamorous life he leads In 
Petersburg. Gradually warmed 
both hy the attention of his 
listenerg and the drinks generous- 
ly offered by his host, he lets hia 
imagination run wild, until he is 
the head of acveral Important 
government offices, the author of 
many successful plays and novels, 
the king of high society, ἃ friend 
and confidant of the Czar himself. 
Oded Teoml acquite himself very 
woll Indeed ag Khiestakov, but I 
missed the extravagance, the 
ludicrous fantasy with which this 
scene ought to be ataged. 


THE SAME applies to the 
characterization of the rest of the 
cast. Yossi Graber is amusing and 
convincing as the Mayor, but 
there is something sorely missing 
in his personality. The same goes 
for Itzhak Hiskuya (in marvellous 
make-up) as the Charity Com- 


.miasioncr, for Yosef Carmon as 


the servant, and for Tiki Dayan as 
the Mayor's wife. The reat of the 
cast are of little Interost, which [5 
a pity, because they are al) com- 
petent actors. To think what could 
be done, for instance, with such 
two charactors as Bobchinsky and 
Dobchinaky, the local busybodies. 
On the positive side, there is an 
excollent translation by Yaacov 
Shabtal, with ever so alight 
allusions to the here and now 
strewn about the script. Joe 
Karl's masaiva aot, the Mayor's 
parlour with its seedy Imperial 
glory, 1s a beauty. The costumes 
by Adina Reich are flne, though on 
the tame side, as is the entire 
production.
